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Search for missing 
fisherman called off 

Yarmouth The active 
search for a missing fish¬ 
ing boat and its captain 
was called off Thursday as 
rough weather enclosed 
the Bay of Fundy off 
Yarmouth.

Dexter pushing ahead 

Says breakdown in talks can't excuse climate inaction 


NDP muiling options 
to replace insurance cap

Provinces can’t use a 
breakdown in climate- 
change talks in 
Copenhagen as an excuse 
to do nothing, Premier 
Darrell Dexter said Thurs¬ 
day. 

As Stephen Harper’s gov¬ 
ernment continues to ar¬ 
gue against Kyoto-level 
greenhouse-gas targets, 
Dexter said he and the No¬ 
va Scotia delegation have 
been working with sub-na¬ 
tionals on setting tougher 
goals. 

“The fact that some juris¬ 
dictions have not been 
able to perhaps reach the 
position that we wish they 
would does not excuse 
everyone else from acting,” 
Dexter said via conference 
call from Copenhagen. 

Dexter said he hopes the 
provinces will be on the 
same page as the federal 
government, but if Harper 
goes a different route, it 
“does not excuse the indi¬ 
vidual jurisdictions from 
taking action.” 

Nova Scotia was awarded 
at Copenhagen for its Envi¬ 
ronmental Goals and Sus¬ 
tainable Prosperity Act, 
which the province reports 
is the first law in North 
America to put hard caps 
on emissions. 

The act mandates a 25 
per cent reduction in car¬ 
bon emissions by 2020, but 
Dexter hinted Thursday 
Nova Scotia may have to go 
even farther than that. 

“Even having set an ag-

This week, the premier 
signed a non-binding dec¬ 
laration to pursue action 
and policies to reduce cli¬ 
mate change. He said de¬ 
spite the TV images of vio¬ 
lent protests, a lot of work 


is being done by the thou¬ 
sands of delegates trying to 
find climate-change solu¬ 
tions. 

Several local business 
representatives also went 
to Copenhagen seeking in¬ 
vestment for green proj¬ 
ects. Dexter said he didn’t 
know if any of them had 
secured money, but said 
that likely wouldn’t hap¬ 
pen until after the summit.

lous claims. One option 
mentioned by Dexter is to 
introduce a deductible sys¬ 
tem. A pre-determined 
amount would be deduct¬ 
ed to act as a deterrent to 
unwarranted claims. 

A government paper on 
insurance options is near 
completion and will set 
the framework for next 
year’s legislation. 

Deputy Premier Frank 
Corbett said he wasn’t wor¬ 
ried about frivolous claims 
driving up insurance 
prices. 

“That’s between the in¬ 
surance company and the 
people who buy the poli¬ 
cies. If the claim is frivo¬ 
lous, then it doesn’t get 
paid. It’s as simple as that,” 
he said.

Slain officer hoped to 
retrieve rifle: Briefing

An RCMP officer entered 
the home of a potentially 
suicidal man on a Nova 
Scotia reserve moments 
before he shot him 
because he thought he 
could retrieve the man's 
rifle, says the lead investi¬ 
gator of the probe into the 
2008 fatal police shooting. 

Halifax police Supt. 
Michael Burns explained 
the officer’s rationale for 
entering John Simon’s resi¬ 
dence during a briefing he 
gave to the Wagmatcook 
First Nation’s band council 
and Simon’s family. 

A recording of the Mon¬ 
day briefing was provided 
to The Canadian Press on 
Thursday by Gary Richard, 
the band council’s lawyer. 

Richard said he put his 
tape recorder in plain view 
of the officers during the 
briefing. 

At one point during the 
meeting, Richard asks 
Bums why the officer went 
into Simon’s home 
through an open window 
during the Dec. 2, 2008, en¬ 
counter. 

“He felt that he could, 
from his past dealings with 
Mr. Simon ... retrieve the 
firearm,” Burns said on the 
recording. 

To date, the RCMP have 
declined to make public 
the reasons why the officer 
decided to enter Simon’s 
house, citing privacy legis¬ 
lation. 

The investigation into 
the fatal shooting, led by 
the Halifax police, has con¬ 
cluded that the officer did¬ 
n’t violate any laws and 
shot Simon in self-defence. 

The recording also gives 
a more detailed account of 


what investigators say oc¬ 
curred before Simon’s 
death. 

The RCMP did not return 
a message late Thursday 
seeking comment about 
the recording. 

Earlier in the day, RCMP 
Chief Supt. Blair McKnight 
said the force will review 
their training policies for 
responding to “critical in¬ 
cidents” like suicides. 

During his briefing Mon¬ 
day, Burns said he conclud¬ 


ed there is significant evi¬ 
dence to back the decision 
not to lay criminal charges 
against the officer. 

“There’s been a signifi¬ 
cant forensic examination 
of the police officer’s serv¬ 
ice pistol and Mr. Simon’s 
rifle,” Burns said. 

“Forensic laboratory re¬ 
sults lead to the inference 
that the gun was pointed 
at (the) constable ... at the 
time he shot Mr. John Si¬ 
mon.” THE CANADIAN PRESS 


CBRM to keep fighting for payments 


equalization The mayor of 
Cape Breton says he will 
continue the political fight 
after the Supreme Court of 
Canada rejected the mu¬ 
nicipality’s bid to continue 
its legal battle for higher 
equalization payments 
from Nova Scotia. 

Mayor John Morgan said 
Thursday the legal battle 
has hit the end of the road, 
but the problems the Cape 
Breton Regional Municipal¬ 
ity face remain. “The issue 
can’t end there,” he said. 

“The very survival of the 
region depends on address¬ 
ing the issues that were 
raised in the legal action.” 

As is customary, the 
Supreme Court gave no 
reasons for its decision 
Thursday to dismiss the ap¬ 
plication for leave to ap¬ 
peal a lower court judg¬ 
ment. 


The Nova Scotia 
Supreme Court rejected 
the Cape Breton Regional 
Municipality’s lawsuit in 
April 2008, a decision that 
was upheld by the 
province’s Appeal Court 
this year.

The municipality wanted 
a greater share of federal 
equalization payments giv¬ 
en to the province for mu¬ 
nicipalities.

es it is mandated to pro¬ 
vide by senior levels of gov¬ 
ernment. 

The municipality needs 
$500 million to treat its 
waste water, and has 11 
uncapped landfills that are 
threatening groundwater 
supplies around the re¬ 
gion, he said. 

“We have no financial 
capacity to address even 
those basic environmental 
issues that the federal gov¬ 
ernment and provincial 
government have identi¬ 
fied as absolutely neces¬ 
sary in our region,” Mor¬ 
gan said in an interview 
from Cape Breton. 

Morgan added that he 
will push the province for 
more funding.

A 30-year-old Sackville 
man is facing a bevy of 
charges in connection 
with a bizarre escape 
attempt on the Bedford 
Highway earlier this week.

Mel Boutilier, executive 
director for Parker Street, 
said the need is much 
higher this year because 
of the current state of the 
economy. 

“People are more 
stressed now then they 
were last year” he said. 
“The prices of things are 
going up gradually ... but 
people on fixed incomes 
don’t have anymore mon¬ 
ey. So they can’t meet the 
basic needs.” 

The Rainmen towered 
over the rest of the volun¬ 
teers, packing boxes with 
Christmas dinners and 
carrying them outside. 

“A lot of people, they 


see you as basketball play¬ 
ers, but they don’t see the 
good things that you do in 
the community,” said Eric 
Crookshank, who is in his 
third year volunteering 
for the campaign. 

Last year 850 dinners 
were given out, whereas 
this year they are pre¬ 
pared to serve 900 fami¬ 
lies or more. 


The cost of the food is 
covered by supporters 
such as the Halifax Juicy 
Fruit Market, which this 
year donated $5,000 in 
produce, for the campaign 
and The Turkey Club Soci¬ 
ety, which is covering the 
cost of the turkeys for the 
second consecutive year. 
The Society is also donat¬ 
ing $25,000 to the cause.

Harper arrives at 
Copenhagen summit 


Stephen Harper kept a low 
profile on his first day at 
the Copenhagen climate 
summit amid high hopes 
for a breakthrough over a 
$i-trillion American plan. 

While the prime minister 
hobnobbed with other lead¬ 
ers at a royal dinner hosted 
by the queen of Denmark, it 
fell to Environment Minis¬ 
ter Jim Prentice to deliver 
Canada’s address to the UN 
climate talks Thursday. 

Prentice’s speech came 
after U.S. Secretary of State 
Hillary Clinton offered to 
help raise $100 billion a 
year for the next decade to 


help the most vulnerable 
nations cope with a warm¬ 
ing planet. 

That includes an unspeci¬ 
fied American contribution 
which would include mix of 
public and private money. 
But there’s a couple of 
catches: countries must 
agree to a climate deal in 
Copenhagen, and all must 
agree to “transparency” in 
reporting and verifying cuts 
to greenhouse gases. 

The latter condition was 
clearly directed at China, 
which has balked at what it 
sees as an intrusion on its 
sovereignty. 


Clinton said lack of trans¬ 
parency is a “deal breaker” 
and insisted: “There shall 
be a transparency require¬ 
ment.” 

“It would be hard to 
imagine, speaking for the 
United States, that there 
could be the level of finan¬ 
cial commitment that I 
have just announced in the 
absence of transparency 
from the second-biggest 
emitter — and now I guess 
the first-biggest emitter — 
and now nearly, if not al¬ 
ready, the second-biggest 
economy.”

Pot use worse than thought: Study 


The effects of daily 
cannabis use on teenage 
brains is worse than origi¬ 
nally thought and the 
long-term effects appear 
to be irreversible, new re¬ 
search from McGill Univer¬ 
sity suggests. 


The study, by Dr. Gabriel- 
la Gobbi, a psychiatric re¬ 
searcher from the Research 
Institute of the McGill Uni¬ 
versity Health Centre, sug¬ 
gests that daily cannabis 
consumption can lead to 
depression and anxiety. 


The new study, pub¬ 
lished in Neurobiology of 
Disease, suggests that the 
reputed “soft” drug has an 
impact on serotonin and 
norepinephrine, com¬ 
pounds which help control 
mood and anxiety. 


Her research team ob¬ 
served that 18 rats exposed 
to cannabis had decreased 
levels of serotonin, which 
affects mood; and higher 
levels of norepinephrine, 
which makes one more 
susceptible long-term to 


stress. 

“These permanent 
changes in the brain are al¬ 
so linked to certain mental 
illnesses, like schizophre¬ 
nia,” Gobbi said in an inter¬ 
view Thursday.

‘Bigots’ object 
to gay MP’s card 


greetings It has all the hall¬ 
marks of a politician’s 
glossy Christmas card. 

Pastoral setting? Check. 
Doe-eyed golden retriever? 
Check. Handsome couple 
dressed in smart casual? 
Check. 

Same-sex couple? 

That was too much for “a 
handful of bigots” who ob¬ 
jected to Scott Brison’s hol¬ 
iday greeting card depict¬ 
ing him and spouse 
Maxime St. Pierre, accord¬ 
ing to the Nova Scotia Lib¬ 
eral MP. 

“The overwhelming re¬ 
sponse has been very posi¬ 
tive,” Brison said from 
Windsor, N.S. “There’s al¬ 
ways a very, very tiny mi¬ 
nority of bigots. It’s their 
problem, it’s not my prob¬ 
lem.” 

At least one news web¬ 
site had to shut down its 
comments section running 
under a story about the 
card. The Globe and Mail 
web editor said the section 
was shut down because of 
“hateful and homophobic 
remarks.” 

Toronto Star blogger Su¬ 
san Delacourt tried a pre¬ 
emptive approach: She 
closed off comments be¬ 
fore any vitriol could be 
posted.

U.S., China make progress as dock ticks away for global climate deal 


Large pieces of a climate 
deal fell into place 
Thursday with new offers 
from the U.S. and China, 
but other tough issues re¬ 
mained before American 
President Barack Obama 
and other leaders can sign 
off on a political accord to 
contain the threat of an 
overheated world. 

An announcement by 
Secretary of State Hillary 
Rodham Clinton that the 
United States would con¬ 
tribute to a climate change 
fund amounting to $100 bil¬ 
lion US a year by 2020 was 
quickly followed by an offer 
from China to open its 
books on carbon emissions 
to international review. 

The U.S. delegation did 
not immediately react to 
the offer by Chinese Vice 
Foreign Minister He Yafei. 



But it went a long way to¬ 
ward the U.S. demand that 
China report on its actions 
to limit the growth of Bei¬ 
jing’s carbon emissions and 
allow experts to go over its 
data. The sudden conces¬ 
sions on the eve of Friday’s 
final session lifted hopes 
that the 193-nation confer¬ 
ence could reach a frame¬ 
work agreement that could 
be refined into a legal ac¬ 
cord next year on limiting 
greenhouse gas emissions 
and fighting climate 
change.

Study shows body language bias 


DNA exonerates 
man after 35 years 

Florida James Bain made 
his first-ever cellphone call 
Thursday, dialling his 
mother to tell her he had 
been freed after 35 years in 
jail for a crime he did not 
commit. Mobile devices 
didn’t exist in 1974, when 
he was sentenced to life for 
kidnapping a nine-year-old 
boy and raping him. Bain 
had spent more time in 
prison than any of the 246 
inmates previously exoner¬ 
ated by DNA evidence in 

the U.S. THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 


Through a set of 
ingeniously concocted ex¬ 
periments reported in Fri¬ 
day’s journal Science, re¬ 
searchers show that white 
characters in TV series dis¬ 
play far more negative 
body language toward 
their black peers than to 
members of their own 
race. 

The bias conveyed by 
these body clues is not only 
recognized subconsciously 
by people who watch the 


shows, but significantly in¬ 
fluences their feelings 
about the black characters. 

“Sadly, we observed that 
non-verbal race bias is a 
typical pattern on scripted 
television shows,” lead 
study author Max Weis- 
buch said in a release on 
the paper. 

In the first experiment, 
researchers used clips from 
11 different television pro¬ 
grams — including Bones, 
Grey’s Anatomy, CSI and 


Scrubs — and digitally re¬ 
moved one of the charac¬ 
ters participating in the 
scenes. They then muted 
any onscreen conversations 
and recruited college stu¬ 
dents who had never seen 
the episodes to watch. 

“We took out the target 
character, who was either 
black or white, and the (re¬ 
maining) character was al¬ 
ways white,” senior study 
author Nalini Ambady said. 

“Then we just showed 


people and said ‘how much 
does this person like the 
person they’re interacting 
with?”’ said Ambady, a 
Tufts University social psy¬ 
chologist. 

The student viewers, it 
was found, consistently 
judged the body language 
expressed by the visible 
white characters as more 
negative whenever the un¬ 
seen character in the scene 
was black.

U.S. hunts drug cash

That’s in addition to $58 
million seized under a new 
initiative at the U.S.-Mexico 
border. The figures suggest 


that $99.75 of every $100 
the cartels ship south is get¬ 
ting through. The money is 
fuelling a war that has 
killed 14,000 in three years. 

Bundles of $100 bills that 
add up to billions are 
sneaked in each year and 
then laundered into ostensi¬ 
bly legitimate funds at car 
dealerships, banks, phar¬ 
macies, restaurants and re¬ 
sorts. 

That money pays Mexi¬ 
can farmers to grow more 
marijuana and Colombian 
smugglers to sneak in more 
cocaine. It bribes Mexican 
soldiers and U.S. border pa¬ 
trol agents, and pays assas¬ 


sins to kill rival smugglers 
or prosecutors. 

“This is the brilliance of 
the drug cartels. They pay 
ordinary people to get cash 
across the border for them, 
and then easily launder it 
into working capital,” said 
Louise Shelley, Terrorism, 
Transnational Crime and 
Corruption Center director 
at George Mason University. 

U.S. law enforcement 
agents have recently tried 
to get tough on controlling 
the money, searching 
southbound cars at the bor¬ 
der and freezing bank ac¬ 
counts of cartel bosses.

'Froggy' saved a Canadian — will Canada save him? 


Froggy cannot forget the 
horrific blast. 

It was June 2008, as hun¬ 
dreds of Canadian and 
Afghan soldiers swept 
through villages in the dan¬ 
gerous Panjwaii district. 

Froggy was sticking close 
to the man he calls “my ma¬ 
jor.” A six-year medic in the 
Afghan National Army, Mo¬ 
hammad Rahman, 42, 
picked up his nickname be¬ 
cause of his raspy voice. The 
married father of seven was 




lured from the Afghan army 
to be an interpreter for the 
Canadian military. 

That day, Froggy’s 
major, Maj. Mark 
Campbell, lost both 
his legs in an explo¬ 
sion. Froggy applied 
what were likely life¬ 
saving tourniquets. 

The pair still keep in “Froggy” 
touch. 

Froggy, who has re¬ 
ceived death threats from 
the Taliban, demanding he 



cease his work as an inter¬ 
preter, is now pleading 
with the Canadian 
government to grant 
him entry to Canada, 
along with his wife, 
four daughters and 
three sons. 

“I request from the 
government of Cana¬ 
da ... to think of us, 
because we are work¬ 
ing for Canadians very hon¬ 
estly,” he said.

What’s the sound of stories not told? 



UrbanCom 


R ussell Walker, 
chair of Halifax’s 
Board of Police 
Commissioners, is¬ 
n’t happy with me. 
It has to do with my com¬ 
ments two weeks back 
about his lack of comment 
on the city’s startling num¬ 


ber of unsolved murders. I’ll 
save the specifics of Walk¬ 
er’s complaints for another 
column. 

Today I want to talk about 
something Walker said, al¬ 
most in passing, as he criti¬ 
cized the fact I’d written 
about the board without 
having sat through one of 
its (often brief) meetings. 

“Nobody covers us any¬ 
more,” he lamented. 

It’s true. There was a time 
when reporters from both 
daily newspapers routinely 
showed up for its meetings. 
But then the Daily News 
folded and, this spring, the 


Chronicle Herald eliminat¬ 
ed 25 per cent of its news¬ 
room staff. Now, no re¬ 
porters cover a board that is 
supposed to provide civilian 
oversight of our police 
force. 

What is the sound of sto¬ 
ries not being told? 

While it won’t rank up 
there with the election of 
our first NDP government, 
or Tiger Woods Master’s 
Tournament of Transgres¬ 
sions, my candidate for the 
most important stoiy of the 
year — the decade, in fact 
— is the continuing implo¬ 
sion of the traditional news¬ 


paper in cities across North 
America. Including Halifax. 

I know, I know. I’m self 
interested. I’m a journalist. I 
teach journalism. 

But I’m also a citizen. And 
I worry about the conse¬ 
quences of not knowing. 

There’s a disconnect, of 
course. We now have far 
more sources of informa¬ 
tion than ever before. The 
web, cellphone video, citi¬ 
zen journalism, free dailies 
like this one. But do we 
know as much? 

I confess I was among the 
skeptics when Metro 
launched following the de¬ 


mise of the Daily News. I 
happily eat crow. Thanks to 
an above-and-beyond collec¬ 
tion of young journalists, 
Metro continually punches 
above its weight among lo¬ 
cal media. But even those 
responsible for Metro 
would acknowledge it was 
never intended to replace 
ftill-meal-deal newspapers 
like the Daily News. Neither 
was news talk radio. 

And that’s the problem. If 
there’s no media outlet — 
print or otherwise — whose 
job it is to report on mun¬ 
dane happenings at the po¬ 
lice commission, the school 


board, the planning depart¬ 
ment. How will we know 
what we don’t know when 
there’s something we need 
to? 

My hope for the new year 
is that someone figures it all 
out. We need journalism. 

Since the next two Fri¬ 
days are holidays, allow me 
to thank you for reading, 
and wish you and yours a 
happy holiday and the best 
in the new year.

Girls and women: No limits on dreams 



Over the past generation 
our society has made con¬ 
siderable progress in reduc¬ 
ing barriers to women’s suc¬ 
cess. Yet, despite our 
progress, troubling inequal¬ 
ities persist and affect the 
lives of millions of girls and 
young women around the 
world. 

In developing countries, 
one person in eight is a girl 
or a young woman age 10 to 
24. As the fastest growing 
segment of the population. 


their welfare is a fundamen¬ 
tal input for key economic 
and social outcomes. Giving 
these girls an education, le¬ 
gal protection, health care, 
and access to training and 
job skills will significantly 
contribute to what is 
known as the girl effect on 
development. A girl who 
finishes high school has ac¬ 
cess to a job that pays more 
than subsistence wages and 
the chance to start a small 
business. Educated women 
invest 90 per cent of their 
incomes into their families, 
compared to roughly 30 per 
cent by their male counter¬ 
parts. 

The gap between what 


we know and what we do, 
between our ability to end 
poverty and our efforts to 
do so lie at the heart of the 
problem. The Millennium 
Development Goals (MDGs) 
challenge the world’s lead¬ 
ing economies to meet tar¬ 
gets framed in results-ori- 
entedterms. MDG3,forex- 
ample, calls to promote 
gender equality and em¬ 
power women. The target 
was to eliminate gender dis¬ 
parity in primary and sec¬ 
ondary education by 2005, 
and in all levels of educa¬ 
tion no later than 2015. 
Four years after the 2005 
target date, gender parity in 
education has yet to be 


achieved. 

As Canada prepares to 
host the G8 and G20 sum¬ 
mits in June 2010, we must 
use this historic opportunity 
to reaffirm our commitment 
to the advancement of girls 
and women worldwide. 
Canada must take the lead 
and call to put girls and 
women at the centre of the 
development narrative. Do¬ 
ing so will yield huge returns 
in the health of families, 
peace building, and global 
economic development.

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Inflation jumps again 

Second straight month of rising prices reverses negative slide 


Canadians are again start¬ 
ing to pay more for most 
things they consume as 
the inflation rate jumped 
to one per cent in Novem¬ 
ber, the second straight 
month prices have risen 
sharply. 

While higher gasoline 
prices were mostly to 
blame, Statistics Canada 
said the advance was broad- 
based. Prices rose in seven 
of eight major components 
tracked by the agency, and 
in all 10 provinces. 

As well, the month-to- 
month index was higher 
with prices rising 0.5 per 
cent from October. 

The last two months have 
seen a complete reversal in 
the inflation story in Cana¬ 
da, which previously was 
one of falling prices and 
negative inflation.

But a rapid decline in gas 
prices from record highs in 
July 2008 has reversed the 
trend, the agency said. 

“Prices at the pump are 
now exerting upward pres¬ 
sure on the Consumer Price 
Index after an extended pe¬ 
riod in which they were the 
main contributors to year- 
over-year declines in overall 
consumer prices,” the 
agency explained. 

In November, gas prices 
were 14.1 per cent higher 


than at the same time last 
year and 13.1 per cent lower 
in October from the previ¬ 
ous year. 

Other components push¬ 
ing prices higher were food, 
transportation, household 
operations, and furniture 
and equipment. 

In addition, consumers 
paid 7.8 per cent more for 
car insurance and 3.2 per 
cent more for health and 
personal care. 

Meanwhile, the cost of 
passenger vehicles fell six 
per cent, and shelter costs 
declined 1.7 per cent as natu¬ 
ral gas prices were almost 30 
per cent lower this year than 
last. 

Overall, the trend of infla¬ 
tion is unlikely to worry the 
Bank of Canada as most 
price increases remain

Alexandre Bilodeau of 
freestyle skiing also bleed 
red and white. 

This is to say nothing of 
swimmer Ryan Cochrane, 
who won two medals at 
the world aquatics cham¬ 
pionships, or Priscilla 
Lopes- 
Schliep, a 
hurdler who 
captured sil¬ 
ver at the 
world track 
and field 
summit. 

They are 
Canadians close to the 
pinnacle of the most con¬ 
tested sports on the face 
of the Earth.

Robert Downey Jr. has an 
admittedly difficult history 
with London. “I was here 
20 years ago and the food 
sucked,” he says, though 
he’s quick to add, “I kind of 
sucked 20 years ago. Far be 
it from me to say what was 
good when and where. I 
barely remember any of it.” 
But with his new Sherlock 
Holmes set for release next 
week, he’s feeling better 
about all things British. 

In bringing a new ver¬ 
sion of the famous detec¬ 
tive to the screen, Downey 
was expecting more of the 
pressure of history. “It’s 
funny. Sherlock Holmes 
would be the one you’d 
think has the most onus 
on it,” he says of the char¬ 
acters he’s played. But dur¬ 
ing filming, he insists he 
got the distinct feeling 
they were doing every¬ 
thing right. “Sometimes 
you just feel like you’re in 
the right groove, and you 


feel the history and the 
legacy of something,” he 
says. “Sometimes you just 
feel like you’re being 
silently approved of from 
some other place and 
time.” 

A key element in round¬ 
ing out Holmes was finding 
a Watson he worked well 
with, and Downey insists 
he couldn’t have asked for 
a better co-star than Jude 
Law. “I’m used to people 


saying, ‘Well you and so- 
and-so who’s female have 
this great chemistry,”’ 
Downey says. “They’re talk¬ 
ing about Jude and I like we 
should be doing romantic 
comedies together.” 

While Downey’s Holmes 
might not be something au¬ 
diences necessarily find fa¬ 
miliar, the actor insists it’s 
a more accurate portrayal. 
“We were reinterpreting 
that character by actually 


going back to the source 
material — what he looked 
like, how he behaved, that 
he was a martial artist,” 
Downey says. 

While talk of martial arts 
and fighting has several 
Hollywood observers nerv¬ 
ous, it was the bare-lcnuclcle 
boxing scene that sealed 
the deal for Downey. “By 
the time we were done 
shooting that scene, I felt 
like we really had a handle

on the movie,” he says. 
“Not because we finally top- 
lit me and I showed my rip¬ 
pling abs and all that self- 
important garbage, but be¬ 
cause it was a really bold 
thing and it could’ve gone 
really poorly, in which case 
the rest of the movie is try¬ 
ing to recover from a bad 
Guy Ritchie idea. But it was 
literally perfect, and I think 
it set the tone.” 

Looking forward, 

Downey is more than hap¬ 
py to be tied up with a suc¬ 
cessful pair of franchises. 
“Ideally, the Iron Man thing 
will pan out another time 
or two, a bit of Avengers go¬ 
ing on. I have a feeling 
Sherlock is going to make a 
comeback. I think it’s going 
to be well-received and do 
business.”

Bye Birdie, and her all-time 
favorite, Annie. 

“I didn’t want to be Annie 
as much as I wanted to play 
Annie,” she says. As to 
whether she’s passed the 
performer genes on to her 
six-year-old son, Ryder, 
she’s not sure, though he 
did insist on dressing up as 
a one-man Mariachi band 
this past Halloween. “He 
wanted to wear the big 
sombrero,” she says sheep¬ 
ishly. “And he still wears the 
outfit.”

The best word to describe 
watching James Cameron’s 
long-awaited Avatar is, over¬ 
whelming. The tech-savvy di¬ 
rector has created a truly im¬ 
mersive experience, utilizing 
3 -D and motion capture tech¬ 
nology to create the brand- 
new, vibrant world of Pando¬ 
ra, and its slender, yellow¬ 
eyed, blue-skinned 


inhabitants, the Na’vi. 

The smartest thing 
Cameron does is keep the 
stoiy simple. It’s some¬ 
thing we’ve seen before: A 
native population stands in 
the way of the goals of an 
invading force — in this 
case, humans led by a 
greedy corporate honcho 
(Giovani Ribisi) and a ma¬ 
rine colonel (Stephen Lang) 
displaying Apocalypse Now 
levels of menace. 

As Sam Worthington’s 
Jake is sent, via a hu- 
man/Na’vi hybrid body (or 
avatar), to infiltrate the 
Na’vi, he falls in love with 
one of their own (Zoe Sal¬ 
dana) and takes their side. 
With an unchallenging sto¬ 
ry, Cameron leaves plenty 


of room for the technical 
splendor to do the heavy 
lifting, and he strikes a 
great balance. 

The film isn’t perfect, of 
course. Some of the ex¬ 
changes and declarations 
are rather clunky, as dia¬ 
logue was never really 
Cameron’s strong suit. And 
there are several less-than- 
subtle criticisms of Bush 
administration foreign pol¬ 
icy — something that ap¬ 
parently can happen when 
it takes five years to com¬ 
plete a film. But the overall 
effect is mesmerizing and 
well worth the wait.

n the gap between 
James Cameron’s last 
theatrical feature, Ti¬ 
tanic, and his new film, 
Avatar (in theatres this 
weekend) Clint Eastwood 
directed 11 movies, Michael 
Bay made six and even Uwe 
Boll, a director so reviled an 
on-line petition demands 
he stop making films, has 
made 15 in the time it took 
Cameron to make just one. 

So what’s the hold up? 

Some suggest Cameron 
takes so long between gigs 
because his commitment to 
his projects is so intense he 
wants to be sure he is on 
the right track before cam¬ 
era starts to roll. 

“I want you to know one 
thing,” he allegedly told one 
producer, “once we embark

on this adventure and I start 
to make this movie, the on¬ 
ly way you’ll be able to stop 
me is to kill me.” 

Also, Cameron isn’t 


bound by the same consid¬ 
erations as most directors. 
He wrote the script for 
Avatar in 1994 and was pre¬ 
pared to wait until special

effects technology caught 
up with his vision. 

The luxury of having time 
is what happens when you 
make the highest grossing 
movie in history, a fact he 
celebrates, wearing a t-shirt 
that reads “Time Means 
Nothing in the Face of Cre¬ 
ativity.” 

Like Cameron, Stanley 
Kubrick spent more time 
off movie sets than on. In a 
career that spanned 46 
years he made only 13 
movies but spent years de¬ 
veloping pictures that never 
went into production — 
like Napoleon, an epic look 
at the life of the French Em¬ 
peror that he expected to be 
“the best movie ever made.” 

Others choose long lay¬ 


offs between projects for 
different reasons. Actor 
Casey Affleck (Ben’s 
younger brother) had three 
movies released in 2007 but 
nothing else scheduled un¬ 
til 2010. Why the break? 
“To be perfectly honest, I 
don't really enjoy playing 
anybody,” he says, “except 
Casey Affleck lying on the 
couch watching the Red Sox 
... usually, when I’m work¬ 
ing, I’m not really having a 
good time.” 

Then there’s Daniel Day- 
Lewis, an actor whose laps¬ 
es between projects makes 


Affleck look like a worka¬ 
holic. The There Will Be 
Blood star routinely takes 
years off between films, 
once disappearing from the 
big screen for five years. 
When asked why he doesn’t 
work more often he said, “I 
like to cook things very 
slowly. I learnt early on that 
I couldn’t jump from one 
kind of work to another. I 
did it a couple of times and 
it didn’t work.”

“I was shocked when it 
happened,” she reflects 
with a hint of melancholy. 
“I went to try out for the 
band playing the solo for 
Beat It.

Songs for the Deaf, 
Queens of the Stone Age

INGREDIENTS: 

2 tbsp (25 mL) olive oil 
7 oz (200 g) skinless chick¬ 
en breast fillets, diced 
1 red onion, chopped 

1 garlic clove, chopped 

2 celery sticks, chopped 
1/2 lb (250 g) mushrooms, 
chopped 

1 tbsp (15 mL) chopped 
fresh thyme 

1 tbsp (15 mL) dry sherry 
1 tbsp (15 mL) Worcester¬ 
shire sauce 

3 cups (750 mL) chicken 
stock 

4 tbsp (60 mL) sour cream 


2. Add chopped 
mushrooms, thyme, sher¬ 
ry and Worcestershire 
sauce. Season lightly and 
cook vegetables 2-3 
minutes, stirring occasion¬ 
ally. 

3. Tip mixture into food 
processor and add half of 
stock. Process until 
smooth, then return to 
pot and add remaining 
stock. Return chicken to 
pot and heat until boiling. 
Simmer 3 minutes. Stir in 
2 tbsp (25 mL) sour cream 
and return to boil. 

4. Ladle into bowls and 
swirl small spoonful of re¬ 
maining sour cream on to 
each. 

SERVES 4 


METHOD: 

1. Heat oil in large pot and 
fry chicken 5 minutes or 
until golden brown. 
Remove from pot and set 
aside. Add onion, garlic 
and celery to pot and cook 
5 minutes.
